Dearl beloved Brethren in our glorious LO R D, 


8 you are already acquainted by our preliminaries with our inten» 

tion in meeting together, that it is neither o make laws for our- 

lves, nor for the Churches, but to aſſiſt one another in putting the laws 
of CHRIST into execution, for his glory; and to cultivate love and friend - 
' ſhip among ourſelves and the Churches, for your peace and proſperity z 
theſe things lie very near our hearts; for, we truſt, we are willing to 
152 and to be ſpent for God's glory, and the ſalvation of our fellow - men. 
$ we have thus convened together, hoping, by the Divine Bleſling, to be 
inſtrumental in reviving the power of religion, and the order of primitive 


Chriſtiapity ; and as it is a new thing to ſome, eſpecially che manner in 


which we think it, according to the plan propoſed, 13 
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is not to be wondered if many do not ſee the utility of ſuch a practice. 
But, perhaps, if thoſe perſons had lived in the time of our Saviour here 
upon earth, they would not have thought it very expedient for him and his 
followers, to withdraw from the national religion, which he often did, 
and proteſted againſt its corruptions ; tho? he attended that part of it 
which was of God, but ſeparated himſelf and his followers into a diſtin 
ſociety, at the riſk of incurring the diſpleaſure of the great, and the expen- 
ces that wonld attend a ſeparate communion, and has till this day, bleſſed 
be his name! eſtabliſhed the Goſpel ſtandard, that thoſe who are called 
out of darkneſs into marvellous light, might ſeparate themſelves from the 


world, join his followers, and enliſt themſelves under his banner. What 
. glorious ſtruggles our forefathers made in this lawful and important cauſe ; 


not only when they ſeparated themſelves from Popery, when that ipawn of 
Hell was eſtabliſhed here in Britain; but likewiſe when they ſeparated 
themſelves from the preſent eſtabliſhed mode of worſhipping God ? Many 
ſcriptural reaſons of þ ſolid arguments they publiſhed to the world to prove 
the lawfulneſs of their conduct. 

As CHRIST is the GREAT HEAD of the Church, there 1s no man, 
or ſet of men, upon earth has authority to make laws, for the ſubjects of 
CHRIS T's ſpiritual kingdom, in matters of faith and conſcience. The 
laws and rules of our religion are-in the ſacred oracles ; well would it be, 
if we lived more under the benign influence of them 

But to recommend to you, brethren, this branch of primitive conduct of the 


Churches of God, aſſociating themſelves together, altho' we acknowledge, 


that when corruption and love of power prevailed, it loſt its priſtine glory, 
and was degraded into an engine of ſtate, for wicked princes to im poſe 
human creeds and formularies upon the conſciences of men; but we have 
ſufficiently provided againſt that abuſe ; for we are not only deſtitute of a 
coercive power, but have agreed in our preliminaries to force nothing 
upon any; and our aſſociation conſiſts of far more lay-brethren than mi- 
niſters: therefore, there can be no probability of aſſuming rage in 
favour of miniſterial authority over our Churches; for our aſſembly is not 
a convocation of dioceſan biſhops, or tyrannical prieſts ; nor is it to con- 
trive any thing in politics; but, according to che primitive mode, to pro- 
mote the great affairs of religion. 

We find in the New Teſtament two ſorts of Apoſtles, one ſort choſen 
by our LORD in an extraordinary manner, endowed with peculiar gifts 
tor very extraordinary work ; the other, men of grace and gifts, choſen 
by the Churches, 2 Cor. viii. 19. to travail with the Apoſtles, to afliſt them 
in tran ſactin the various buſineſe of the Churches, and to fit in their 
aſſemblies, repreſenting their reſpective Churches which had choſen them; 
and theſe are called, . The Mzs$sznGtrs of the Churches ; and Pau 
fays, that they are the glory of CHRIST,” 2 Cor. viii. 23, or as ſome 
fay, the glory of the Chriſtian Religion, and of the Churches ; that the 

men capable to repreſent them in an aſſociation ; men, who had wil- 
dom to give their advice in difficult caſes, in the fear of God, according 
to his word ; which was for his glory, and of unſpeakable advantage to 
every Church, By ſuch a practice, under God, their peace and ſpe- 
rity were great perſpicuous. This is confirmed in Ad xv. We find 


there, the church of Antioch was diſtracted by a great controverſy about 


he neceſiity of circumciſion, and of keeping ſome ceremonial parts af 
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the law of Moſes. Though the church at Antioch had power to decide 
the matter among themſelves, and though Paul and Barnabas were there]; 
, for mutual ſatisfaction, they agreed to ſend their caſe by Paul and 
Parnadas, with other choſen brethren to Jeruſalem, for it to be ſettled 
by the aſſembly there: And we find that the ſubje& was thoroughly can- 
vaſſed and ſettled by them, and their deciſion ſent, as an advice, by the 
brethren to Antioch. The whole proves beyond all doubt, that neither the 
Apoſtles, nor the aſſembly at Jeruſalem, nor the church at Antioch, had 
the leaſt notion that infant- baptiſm was to be in the room of circumciſion ; 
for if that had been the cafe, there was an abſolute neceſſity to mention it, 
eſpecially upon ſuch an occaſion, which would have ſatisfied all parties, 
and ended the controverſy at once; for if there had been ſuch a ceremony 
ractiſed upon the children, at their dedication to God, no mortal would 
Live wiſhed the continuance of ſuch a painful, bloody, and ignominious 
rite as circumciſion was deemed by the Gentiles. Such conſultation of 
many Churches together, does not 1mply that any Churches have any ſu- 
periority over one another ; for even the aſſembly at Jeruſalem only gave 
their advice; and, doubtleſs, the Church uniting her wiſdom and ſtrength 
in this manner, is the moſt powerful means under God, according to bis 
promiſes, to keep the ſeveral branches in peace and, unity reſpecting faith 
and practice: according to this example, the baptized Churches have, 


more or leſs when permitted, convened thus together in all ages, and they | 


found the happy effects of ſuch aſſemblies : though, as we have hinted 
already, this Apoſtolical practice has been greatly abuſed by the 'meet- 
ings of Popes, Biſhops, and their tools; but that is no plea againſt it, 
more than againſt Goſpel Doctrines and Goſpel Ordinances. For what 
has been abuſed more than they have? But let us, brethren, attempt to 
reſtore the good old primitive practice, depending upon the great Maſter 
of aſſemblies for his preſence and bleſſing, that we may be ſucceſsful. This 
is what our forefathers did as ſoon as ever liberty of conſcience was 
ranted. The Engliſh Baptiſts held a general aſſembly in London, which 
gan ſitting September the 7th, and continued till the 11th of the ſame 
month, 1689. The Aſſembly conſiſted of 150 perſons, Elders and Meſ- 
ſengers, repreſenting upwards of 100 Churches in ＋ vg and Wales, 
This laudable deſign we deſire to follow, to conſult about proper ways 
and means to advance the glory of God, and the welfare of our reſpec- 
tive Churches. They publiſhed a narrative of their proceedings, gave 
many excellent exhortations and inſtructions to the Churches, and to wipe 
off the foul aſperſions that are too commonly caſt by the Old Serpent 
upon the followers of the Lamb, they republiſhed a confeſſion of faith 
which had been publiſhed in the year 1677. This meeting was every da 
opened and concluded by fervent prayers to God ; all were united as wi 
one heart in the ſpirit of love and harmony, which ran through all their 
debates, conſultations and 1efolves. They carefully diſcuſſed, not only 
the Scriptural Doctrines and Ordinances, which are now believed and 
practiſed among the Orthodox Baptiſt Churches; but likewiſe the doctrine 
of morality, and a. their opinion, as an advice, concerning many 


branches of domeſfic duties They generouſly opened and inſtituted a 


public fund for the aſſiſtance of Miniſters and Churches, likewiſe to en- 
Anil the education of gracious and gifted youths, deſigned for the 
miniſtry,

in the learned languages, with other arts and ſciences ; ſo that 


» 
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It is a falſe aſperſion caſt upon the Baptiſts, that they do not eticoutage 
literature, and that they: have no learned men among them. Another 
General Aſſembly like the former was held in London from the ad to the 
Sch of June, 1691; and a third from the 2d to the 24th of May, 1692. 
"Theſe Aſſemblies were held upon a ſcriptural foundation for mms and 
| 


unity, as ours is; and in each of theſe aſſociations many excellent ſub. 
jects for the glory of God, and the proſperity of the Churches, were diſ- 
cuſſed in the moſt cool, diſcreet, and candid manner; the whole was in a 
way of advice, not to make laws. | 
Atſter matters were ſo honourably ſettled in theſe venerable Aſſemblies, 
Which do great honour to their memories, they found it rather inconve- 
nient to come from diſtant parts annually to London; upon the ſame ge- 
"nerous plan they agreed, ” 424.7 Ying to form themſelves into ſmaller A. 
Temblies, as it would be moſt convenient for them; which they do to 
their profit in divers s of the kingdom at this day. As we, brethren, 
In conformity to. theſe antient and modern precedents, and by the eſpecial 
"Kindneſs of our gracious God are now aſſembled, we mall give you 3 
hort account of our aſſociation, and cloſe our addreſs with a few brotherly

We can with humble gratitude inform you, that we in great mercy met 
ace, and we hope not without fome tokens of the divine preſence

. 3nd blling We have read your letters, and endeavoured to feel their con- 


nts, and carried them and you to the Divine Throne, many fervent 
prayers we bave been enabled to offer up to God on various accounts, eſpe- 
*cially for yon and yours; it is for your ſpiritual and eternal intereſts we 
are particularly concerned: to promote this we daily pray, we ſtudy, we 


Preach, we watch over you in love. We earneſtly recommend theſe thing: 


2 your prayers, forget not ſtill to cry unto God for our rightful ſovercign 
King George, his royal Conſort and Family: and that theſe awful judge- 
ments which hang over us may be averted, and an honourable peace re. 
ſtored, and religion univerſally revived. Glad ſhould we be if we could 
inform you, that all the Churches are in perfect peace, all having their 


lamps burning bright, none unſtable or wavering, none lukewarm, fruit- 


leſs, unprofitable, none. ſelf-willed, proud, raſh, cenſorious, opiniative, 
and of an unforgiving ſpirit among them, giving us occaſion to be be jca- 
Tous, that they have nothing but a mere name of a profeſſion. But, 
"bleed be God, . Zhabed, the glory is departed,” is not written upon 
.any. They have the means of grace, all = had ſome additions, and 
many deſire a revival, to glorify God, and to adorn the religion they pro- 
Foſs, by bearing much fruit. Brethren, as we ſeek neither honour nor 


elf. intereſt, but your preſent profit and future happineſs, you will bear 


with us as ſtewards of God and watchmen of ſouls, to beſeech you car- 
'neftly to conſider, that we live in a day of great declenſion both as to 
4 rine and practice. You all profeſs to believe and maintain the peculiar 
and excellent doctrines of Bible religion, which are eſſential to Chriſti- 
-anity ; and truſt that none among you imbibe the faſhionable religion cf 
the time, which is zealouſly and 1ndiſcriminately to decry all creeds, con- 
Fefſions of faith, goſpel order, and church diſcipline, as invading their 
iberty as Chriſtians, which too many wrap themſelves in as a cloak for 
their licentiouſneſs. We charge you, that while ye are zealous in main- 
4aining Golpel-principles, to avoid all manner of fins, and be frequent 
an 
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ind ſer vent in your prayers to God, that you may live under the powerful 
influence of he Ik truths you profeſs; that you may by the holi- 
heſs of your converſation, and humility of temper, adorn the dodrine of 
our Lord and Saviour, that your conduct may not give the he to your 
roſeſſion, and thereby cauſe any to ſuſpect you of hypocriſy. . Brethren, 
be faithful in that important duty, ſelf- examination, look well to your- 
ſelves, ſcrutinize your hearts, . ends and views in all that you do: 

if profeſſors were more obſervant of their hearts and conduct, they woul 
be leſs diſpoſed to cenſure and condemn others; remember thay ſelft-know- 
ledge is the moſt eſſential : therefore, O man know thyſelf, what enlarge. 
ment of heart would this afford us in prayer, and it would enable. us to 
form the Apoſtohc exhortation, to ** eſteem others better than our- 
ſelves ;“ for it would open to us ſuch a ſcene of natural pollution, depra- 
vity and wretchednefs, which hath oyerſpread the whole ſoul, as to cauſe 
us thoroughly to believe the doctrine of original fin, and it would keep 
us Ever humble before God, | e * 


The goſpel truths which you profeſs to believe, are of a beayenly 
nature; e beyond al other principles in the whole world, to 
mortify the body of ſin in its various branches, to make you holy in 
heart, lowly in mind, heavenly in affection, peaceable in diſpoſition, 
evangelical in temper, ſpiritual in converſation, ornamental to religion, 
uſeful in the world, happy in your foals, and to abound in the glorious 
fruits of righteouſneſs.

You believe the glorious doctrine of the adorable Trinity; conſider 
then, if you call God your Father, and have no concern to love, fear, 
or obey him, and walk as his dear children, what will it avail you ? You 
profels the divinity and perſonality of the Holy Spirit, in that you do 
right are ye then ſuch who deny your own ſpirit, temper, ſelf- will, ſin- 
ful inclination, and careful not to grieve this Holy Spirit ? Are ye 
willing and truly defirous to be taught, led, inſtructed by the Spirit, wa 
in the Spirit, and live under his influences? Do you give yourſelves 
up to him for him to dwell in you, to ſanctify you wholly in ſoul, body, 
and E. for him to illuminate your underſtanding, that you may not 
miſtake ſome favourite opinion for Goſpel truth, natural paſſion for the

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We profeſs to believe original fin: if ſo, what is the reaſon that an 
of us ſhould have fuch high and exalted thoughts of ourſelves, and be { 
prone to over-value 'ourſelves and under-value others ? You that really 

lieye this ſoul humiliating truth, manifeſt it by having the meaneſt 
thoughts, of yourſelves, and abhorring yourſelves in duſt and aſhes before 
God, by humbling yourſelves daily under a ſenſe of your ſins and imper- 
feQtions, by daily application to the blood of Jeſus, and not be ready to 


take 6fferice, hut be ready to forgive, and to be reconciled when you meet 


with a real affront. : 
Tou profeſs the doctrine of particular redemption by the precious blood 
of CHRIST; but what proofs do you give of your redemption from the 
dominion of fin, ſlavery of Satan, vain converſation, the ſnares of the 
world ? Are ye zealous for God, his cauſe and intereſt in the world, for 
works, and religious duties? Does your conduct manifeſt that neither 
in, Satan, nor the world, has the predominancy over you? _ 
Lou profeſs the doctrine of effectual calling and efficacious grace in 
regeneration: Do you then manifeſt that ye are called by GOD from the 
death of fin, to the life of holineſs; from darkneſs, into marvellous light; 
from the kingdom of Satan, to the kingdom of our LORD JESUS ? 
Are you weary of your fins, your ſinful ways, and finful companions ; 
deſirous to ſeparate yourſelves and come out from among them ? Do you 
experience a ſpiritual life infuſed into your ſouls, longing for conformity 
to the image and likeneſs of CHRIST ? Are you willing to come to Jeſus 
as poor loſt ſinners, by hy yon prayer, reading, conſcientious attendance 
upon Goſpel Miniftry and Goſpel Ordinances ? Shall the Lord rain manna 
round about your tents, and you not going forth to gather it? If you can 
make light of, or neglect theſe things, what proof do you give that you 
are called of God and regenerated? 8 
Another Goſpel truth you believe is, the perſeverance of the faints : 
But, do you perſevere in conſtantly watching over your hearts? Are you 
conſtantly jealous of yourſelves in a faithful and diligent performance of 
all religious duties, whether they are of a private, public, perſonal, or 
ſocial nature? Do you continue wreſtling with God for the mortification 
of your fins ;- for more grace; the application of the promiſes ; for all the 
jiniſters of Chriſt, eſpecially your own miniſter ; and . ſtand by him in 
adverſity; conſidering that your profit will be in cy orgs to your love, 
eſteem, and regard for him ? Do you continue to be ſtudious in promoting 
the peace and proſperity of Zion; regular and ſteady in ſupporting the 
worſhip of God, and zealous for all the means of grace? Do you perſevere 
in guarding againſt every ſymptom of backſliding in love, faith, and 
ractice; to avoid every temper, conduct, and paſſion that is unbecoming 


the Goſpel, and that has the leaſt tendency to diſtarb the peace of the 


Church, and to grieve God's people? Do you look upon thoſe who are 
not diſpoſed to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace, and obey 
not Goſpel rules and Goſpel orders, thereby caufing ſtrife and contention 
in the Church, to be enemies of CHRIST, and his pe, and the peſts 
of ſocieties? Do ye diſcountenance and avoid them ; for they are ſuch 
who ſpread a ſpiritual plague, confuſion, and every evil thing all round 
them? In a word, if you do not lay afide all malice, guile, wrath, hypo- 
erifies, envy, and all evil ſpeaking; and, as new-born babes, defire the 
Gncere milk of the word, that ye may grow thereby, you give no * 

; | at 
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that ever you have taſted the grace of God in truth; or at leaft, you are 
far from giving proof that you continue in the exerciſe of it. 
O Brethren! our hearts are enlarged towards you, and we have ſuch 
concern for your eternal welfare, that we would write to you with our 
blood, if it had more weight. Conſider what God requires of you, and 
the unſpeakable privileges you enjoy beyond other nations, in religious 
matters: As proteſtants, and as proteſtant diſſenters, your privileges are 
not only far beyond God's people under the Jewiſh diſpenſation, which 
was a yoke of bondage, but far beyond your brethren of the eſtabliſhed 
Church, for you are not expoſed to ſuch temptations to be ſatisfied with a 
form of prayer inſtead of the power ; or of being impoſed upon by human 
ceremonies in your worſhip, inſtead of the commandments of God: or of 
being confined to a 
heart prayers ; or of being impoſed upon by wicked or unqualified mini- 
ſters whom you approve not, as they are; for your miniſters are of your 
own chooſing, and that after — * attended their miniſtry and have 
had a ſufficient proof of their converſation; and if your miniſters grow 
wilfully remiſs in their duty, immoral in their lives, or erroneous in their 
principles, you have power. to diſmiſs them, which your brethren of the 
eſtabliſhed church have not; therefore, do you eſteem them highly for 
their work ſake, as they are your own miniſters, of your own choice; and 
receive their admonitions and reproofs whether in public or in private, as 
it is part of their buſineſs to admoniſh when needful; and their admoni« 
tions ſhould be well taken, as they watch for the profit of your immortal 
ſouls. Do you grow more evangelical in your diſpoſition, and in eve 
grace, than others, as you attend ſuch whom you have choſen to b 
to you the bread of life and your communion 1s — more pure as Goſpel 
Diſcipline is attended to; among you in a proſitable manner; cherefore in 
the way of duty you may expect more of the preſence and the bleſſing of 
God for your edification, comfort and improvement; yet how many are 
there under ſuch diſadvantages, that appear beyond ſome of you in watchs 
fulneſs, prayer, temperance, juſtice, faithfulneſs, meekneſs, forbearance, 
brotherly love and other virtues. We ſpeak thus not to accuſe any of 
you, but with a deſire to be inftrumental to ſtir you up to excel others in 
proportion to your privileges, and one another, in that which is pleaſing 
o God, honorable to religion, and profitable to your own ſouls; that 
ou may manifeſt to all that you are the ſons of God in very deed, walk. 
ing before him worthy of your mou 1 by divine aids, through the 
merits of our LORD JESUS. With ardent prayers for your fpiritual 
elfare and immortal happineſs, we conclude and remain your affectionate 
rethren in Chriſt.
